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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during June were valued at £2,784,783, which shows 
an increase of £217,715 as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the first six months there was an increase of £2,806,927, 
or 19 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during June amounted to £1,463,021, as compared with £1,391,729 in 
1906; the total for the six months was £9,573,080, an increase of 
£1,404,898 over the corresponding figures for 1906. There were 
increases in most of the principal articles, more especially in apparel 
and soft goods, and metal manufactures and machines. Imports of 
gold for coinage also show a considerable increase. 


The oversea exports for June amounted to £1,927,063, and show an 
increase of £234,559, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the first six months there was an increase in the oversea 
exports of £2,641,250, or nearly 20 per cent., as compared with last 
year. Practically all the principal articles show increases, several of 
them large, that in wool being very large, and amounting to over 
two and a half million pounds sterling. Separating merchandise from 
gold, the exports of the former during the six months increased by 
£3,827,572, but the latter decreased by £1,186,322. 


Agricultural Production.—The crop returns show that the yield of wheat 
during the 1906-7 season was 21,817,938 bushels from 1,866,253 acres, 
equal to 11:7 bushels per acre. The yield was over a million bushels 
more than for the previous year, but the area shows a decrease of 
73,000 acres. The area under all crops shows a decline of 14,000 acres. 
The total value of agricultural production was estimated at £7,517,550, 


equal to £2 13s. 3d. per acre. 


Dairying Production.—The dairying industry showed very satisfactory 
progress during 1906. The quantity of butter made was 58,800,000 Ibs., 
the largest on record, and an increase of 5? million lbs. over last 


year. 


Stock Returns.—The stock returns show the number of sheep in the State on 
the 31st December, 1906, as 44,132,421, an increase of 4,626,000, or 
nearly 12 per cent. over the previous year’s figures. The number of 
horses was 537,444, and of cattle 2,549,944, both showing increases ; 
but the number of. pigs, 243,370, was less than in the previous year. 
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Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the second quarter of 1907 amounted to £1,889,571, and 
during the first six months to £3,715,026, which show increases of 
£452,416 and £1,075,614 respectively, as compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. All the minerals show increases during 
the six months, the largest being silver-lead, coal, and copper. 

The gold yield during June was 15,532 oz. crude, equal to 13,308 oz. 
fine, valued at £56,527. The value of the gold produced during the six 
months was £588,264, and showed an increase of £22,683, as compared 


with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Prices.—-The general index number for June was lower than for May, but 
was higher than for June during any of the last six years. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,366; for metals 1,580; and for all 
articles, 1,385. During the month prices of pastoral produce decreased ; 
butter and flour, however, advanced considerably. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during the month was very satisfactory. Copious 
rains fell in every district, to the material advantage of all primary 
industries. 


Land Selections.—During June 223 new settlers applied for 242,359 acres. 
Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers has been 
1,333, and the area applied for 850,115 acres. The original area set 
apart for residential settlement since the 1st January has been 779,111 
acres, representing 694 blocks.
